Tms Order was notified in the Gazette of India on 12 August 2010 vide Gazette No.201. Drawinq 
reference to the above Order, the VOCPT has stated that a fresh proposal is filed reportedly based 
on the directions given by the Ministry of Shipping based on SFC recommendations for fixing 
upfront tariff for operation of 2 nos. 120 T HMC for 10 years. The port has stated that the total 
additional handling capacity required by the year 2022-23 is 8.0 Million Tonnes. Considering the 
reach requtred for handling dry bulk cargo of larger size of vessel calling at berths III, IV, V, VI and 
IX, minimum two high capacity crane with greater reach are to be procured and deployed at the 

h nr e fK Ce ’ me P °? h3S Stated that 2 nos - of 120 T HMC are to be procured immediately for 
handling the projected traffic volume upto the year 2022-23. 

^ ^ P ol "t has stated that the capacity of the existing material handling equipment 

consisting of 1 no. 6 T, 1 no. 10 T and 3 nos. 20 T HMCs is 5.50 Million Tonnes (MT). The port 
has projected that 13.40 MT will have to be handled by it in 2022-23 at Berth Nos.l to VI and IX. In 
order to meet the traffic forecast for the next 10 years, the port proposes to upgrade the 
mechanical handling infrastructure on Build, Dwn and Operate (BOO) basis at a project cost of 
T49.20 crores.

Optimal Capacity : 

The port has assessed the capacity of one HMC of 120 T at 2.976 Million Tonnes 
considering handling rate of 744 tonnes/ hour for dry bulk cargo for 4000 hours in 
a year. 

The port has separately assessed the optimal capacity of HMC for handling break 
bulk cargo (i.e. steel and bagged cargo) and other cargo (assuming handling rate 
of 357 T/ hour and 223 T/ hour for 4000 hours. The optimal capacity assessed for 
break bulk cargo and other cargo in the upfront tariff calculation is 1.428 MTPA 
and 0.892 MTPA respectively. The proposed Scale of Rates, however, does not 
propose separate rate for dry bulk, break bulk atid other cargo. 

Operating cost : 

In this connection, it has submitted that in the first year of operation the equipment 
will be covered by warranty and hence the maintenance cost is considered from 
the second year onwards.

appropriate rate of crane hire charge will be chosen for recovery from port 
users for the full quantity of cargo loaded / discharged. 

(d) . If one HMC works with another HMC or ELL crane/s, the Berth-day output 

for the crane will be ascertained on the basis of the quantity as recorded 
by the HMC's load meter. 

(e) . In case of breakdown of the crane for more than one hour till the vessel

Despite request, the VOCPT has not furnished list of RFQ Applicants to be consulted on the 
subject proposal. Seapol Port Pvt. Ltd. 1 has received a copy of the subject proposal from Tuticorin 
Stevedores Association and has furnished its comments thereon. The comments received from 
the users/ user organisations as well as from Seapol Port Pvt. Ltd. have been forwarded to the 
VOCPT. The VOCPT vide letter dated 7 December 2011 has furnished comments on the points 
made by the users/ user organisations. 

5. Based on the preliminary scrutiny of the proposal, the VOCPT was requested vide 
our letter dated 8 November 2011 to furnish additional information/ clarifications on a few points.

VOCPT, the cargo profile for the berths 1 to VI 
and IX where the proposed HMCs are to be 
deployed includes break bulk cargo and dry 
bulk cargo. The productivity of the crane will 
depend on the nature of cargo handled. 
However, the VOCPT has considered a 
uniform handling rate for all types of cargo in 
the estimation of capacity of the crane and 
accordingly proposed a common rate 
irrespective of the nature of cargo. The 
VOCPT is, therefore, requested to review the 
position and revise the proposal suitably. In 
this regard, the earlier Order dated 23 July

(a) . With reference to capacity estimation of 
the 120 T HMC, please clarify the following: 

(i). 29.76 lakh tonnes capacity considered by 
the VDCPT for arriving the proposed tariff is 
relevant for a 100 T capacity of the HMC. 
However, the proposal of the VOCPT is for 
fixation of tariff for a higher capacity of 120 T 
HMC. Therefore, the capacity considered by 
the port for arriving at the proposed rate for a 

120 T HMC may be justified. __ 

(<•)- In the working sheet for calculation of 
the capacity of the 120 T HMC furnished by 
the VOCPT, the annual handling capacity per 
HMC is shown as 43.60 lakh tonnes. That 
being so, the reason for considering 29.76 
lakh tonnes annual handling capacity relevant 
for a 100 T HMC for calculation of unit rate

(b) . The port has considered the handling 

rate of 13209 tonnes per day in the capacity 
assessment. However, in the cost statement 
attached with the proposal for arriving at the 
proposed upfront rate the port has considered 
the handling rate of 12500 tonnes per day for 
dry bulk cargo and 6000 tonnes / 3750 tonnes 
per day in the case of break bulk cargo. The 
relevance of furnishing the handling rate of 
13209 tonnes per day to the subject proposal 
may be explained. ____ 

(c) . The VOCPT has considered 330 

workings days in a year, 21 workings hours 
per day and 85% equipment efficiency level 
for calculating the optimal capacity of the 
crane. As per the norms prescribed in the 
Upfront Tariff guidelines of February 2008, for 
various types of berths including multipurpose 
berth, the optimal capacity is reckoned as 
70% of the maximum capacity. The norms do 
not allow separate cushion in each, of the 
parameters relevant for determining the 
capacity The VOCPT is, therefore, requested 
to review the capacity calculation estimated by 
it and revise it suitably. 


(d) The basis for considering 62% of the 
annual handling capacity of the HMC for 
calculation of unit rate for grab may be 
f'jmishsd i 


This seems to be not relevant for the 
subject proposal as the rate is based on 
productivity of the crane for handling 
specific categories of cargoes per day. 
29.76 lakh tonnes capacity is considered 
based on the norms of cargo handling rates 
in respect of multipurpose berth. 

Expected handling capacity of 120 T HMC 
is 43.60 lakh tonnes based on the technical 
specification of the crane. However, 29.76 
lakh tonnes is considered for calculation as 
per norms laid down for the multipurpose 
berth in the TAMP guidelines. 


The capacity of 13209 tonnes per day is 
based on the technical specification of the 
crane to work out the requirement of the 
number of cranes and the handling rate 
12500 per day is for working out the rate per 
day in the tariff calculations, the same is 
based on the upfront tariff norms for 
multipurpose berth as adopted by TAMP in 
July 2010 order. 


The crane will be deployed in any of the 
berth identified for this tender and need not 
be 70% prescribed for berths.

Existing scenario in berths is considered to 
arrive at the share of estimated capacity of 
the crane with Grab and without Grab. 
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(e). It is seen from the calculations furnished 
by the VOCPT for deriving the rate for grab- 
that it has considered 62% share of the 
estimated capacity of the crane.

Therefore, please confirm 
whether the cost of HMC considered in the 
proposal represents the prevailing market 
price. 

The proposal was initiated in the month of 
June 2011 and indicative project cost 
749.20 Crores mentioned in the RFQ is 
based on the budgetary offer received at 
that point of time. It is confirmed with the 
dealer that the same price holds good at 
present also. 


(e). It may also be confirmed whether 

duties and taxes are considered in the 
estimation of capital cost of HMC as well as 
the capital cost of grab. In this regard, the 
possibilities of the crane operator availing 
EPCG benefits in duties may also be borne in 
mind. 

Yes, Excise duty at 3% is adopted 
considering EPCG scheme. 


(f). Please indicate the exchange rate 

considered for estimating the capital cost of a 
crane and the grab and update the exchange 
rate with the current exchange rate incase of 
its revision. 

The Exchange rate 764.65 for Euro 
prevailing on 14.06.2011, at the time of 
preparing the RFQ is considered. Present 
exchange rate is Rs68.63 per Euro. 
Considering the exchange rate fluctuation it 
is premature to adopt the role of equivalent 
rupee in respect of Euro on the date of 
passing the order by the Authority.

(b). In estimation of operating cost, it 

appears that VOCPT has adopted the norms 
prescribed in the upfront tariff fixation 
guidelines of 2008 for estimation of operating 
costs for a multipurpose berth. However, the 
VOCPT has not considered the License Fees 
for the area occupied by the HMC. The license 
fee for the area occupied by the HMC as per 
the Scale of Rates of VOCPT may be 
considered in the estimation of operating cost. 

The proposed Harbour Mobile Cranes are 
expected to operate anywhere in Berth

(e). Though the port has proposed 

concessional tariff for coastal cargo in crane 
rate as well as grab rate, the revenue impact 
of allowing such concession is not considered 
while arriving at the proposed rates. The port 
may confirm that it does not expect to handle 
coastal vessel/ cargo with the proposed 
equipment. 

The coastal rates are prescribed for 
information only to meet any future 
requirement of handling coastal cargo. At 
present the cargo profile considered are 
only foreign vessels for the cargoes 
proposed to be handled by the crane. 
Hence revenue impact is nil. 


(f). The cost statement furnished by the 

VOCPT includes the calculation for deriving 
the unit rate for handling break bulk cargo and 
other cargo. However, the proposed draft 
Scale of Rates does not contain the rates for 
handling break bulk cargo and other cargo. 
Please modify the draft Scale of Rates 
suiiabiy and furnish.

(h). The VOCPT is requested to confirm 

that the cost estimates reflect the current 
market rates and incorporate a general note in 
the draft Scale of Rates stating that the tariff 
caps will be indexed to inflation but only to an 
extent of 60% of variation In the Wholesale 
Price Index occurring between 1 January 2011 
andl January of relevant year and that such 
automatic adjustment of tariff caps will be 
made every year and the adjusted tariff caps 
will come info force from 1 April of relevant 
year to 31 March of the following year.

6-1. A joint hearing in this case was held On 16 November 2011 at 

V.O. Chidambaranar Port Trust. The VOCPT made a power point presentation of its proposal. At 
the joint hearing, the VOCPT and the concerned users / user organisations have made their 
submissions. 

6-2. It was agreed in the joint hearing that the VOCPT would furnish additional 

Information/ clarification on the relevant points and also submit its revised proposal. The VOCPT 
vide its letter dated 7 December 2011 has furnished its response. The port has furnished its views 
on the comments made by TNEB which is updated in para 4 The other information sought by us 
from VOCPT during the joint hearing and the response of VOCPT are sum marized below:

Some of the prospective bidders invited to 
the joint hearing by VOCPT submit that they 
have not received a copy of the proposal 
from the Port. The Port was advised to 
furnish a copy of proposal to ail such 
prospective bidders and obtain their 
comments within 5 days thereafter and 
forward to TAMP alongwith observations of 
the Port thereon within a weeks' time 
thereafter.

It was brought out to the notice of the Port 
that upfront tariff for Mobile Harbour Crane 
(MHC) has already been fixed by TAMP and 
as per the guidelines, such rates are 
applicable to all the projects to be bid out 
during the course of five years thereafter. 
Further, performance linked tariff already 
fixed wiii give a flexibility to apply such rates 
even when a slightly higher capacity MHC 
are deployed. The Port has formulated the 
proposal by adopting the parameters 
considered by TAMP in the earlier order in 
which 100 tonne MHC was taken as the 
base and updated only the capita! cost 
relevant for 120 tonne MHC. The Port is, 
therefore advised to examine and furnish a 
detailed analysis as to why the rates already 
set for Mobile Harbour Crane should not be 
made applicable in the instant case also. 

The Authority may like to take a decision 
based on the examination of the 
submissions of the bidders in the pre-bid 
meeting dated 4 March 2011 to review the 
Order of the Authority dated 23 July 2010.

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7 . Some of the users/user organisations have furnished additional comments after 

the joint hearing. ABG Port Private Limited has also furnished its views on the subject proposal. 
The comments received from them were forwarded to the VOCPT as feedback information. The 
VOCPT vide its letter dated 7 December 2011 has furnished its views. . 

8. The proceedings relating to consultation in this case are available on records at 

the office of this Authority An excerpt of the comments received and arguments made by the 
concerned parties will be sent separately to the relevant parties. These details will also be made 
available at our website http //tantfauthoritv.QQv.in . 

9.1. As brought out in the earlier part of the note, this Authority has already passed an 
Order No.TAMP/16/2010-TPT dated 23 July 2010 determining upfront tariff for standard Harbour 
Mobile Crane (HMC) of 100 Tonne (T) capacity. The instant proposal filed by the port for 
determination of upfront tariff for operation of two HMCs of 120 T each is reportedly based on the 
directions of the Ministry of Shipping on the recommendations made by the Standing Finance 
Committee (SFC). Despite a specific request, the port has not furnished a copy of the 
Government directions based on which this proposal is stated to have been filed. The copy of the 
minutes of the meeting of the SFC furnished by. the port also does not mention that the upfront 
tariff already fixed by this Authority in its Order dated 23 July 2010 for deployment of HMC at 
VOCPT needs a review for any reason whatsoever. The SFC has only recommended the port to 
\convene a pre-bid meeting with the prospective bidders to obtain their views on certain issues viz. 
Monopoly clause to be incorporated in the draft Concession Agreement, viability of the project in 
the present form and tenure of the project. 

9.2. Notwithstanding the above position, it is relevant to state that Clause 2.2. of the 
upfront tariff guidelines stipulate that upfront cap fixed once will apply in the same port for the next 
five years for handling identical commodity or service. Flowing from the provision in the 
guidelines, the Order passed on 23 July 2010 in para 8(xiv) clearly states that the upfront tariff 
caps prescribed in the said Order will apply to all the projects to be bid out for deployment of HMC 
for handling Identical cargo/ service at the V.O. Chidambaranar Port Trust during the next five 
years. 


During processing of this case, the VOCPT was advised to examine and furnish a detailed 
analysis as to why the upfront tariff already set for Mobile Harbour Crane should not be made 
applicable in the instant case also. It was reiterated that performance linked tariff already fixed in 
the Order of 23 July 2010 will give a flexibility to apply such rates even when a slightly higher 
capacity MHC are deployed. The port has, however, not furnished any exceptional reasons for 
filing another proposal for HMC except making a general suggestion that this Authority may have 
to take a decision based on the examination of the submissions of the bidders in the pre-bid 
meeting dated 4 March 2011. The minutes of the pre-bid meeting held by the port with bidders on 
4 March 2011 mainly points out the discussion on the tenure of the project proposed by the port. 
The minutes of the pre-bid meeting indicates that representative of a few bidders have made a 
causal statement that the tariff fixed by TAMP for HMC is low and should be revised. This 
statement is, however, not supported by any analysis or reasoning. Nor the port while filing the 
instant proposal has made any analysis or furnished any justification to show that the upfront tariff 
fixed earlier by this Authority for HMC is erroneous and requires review. 


9.3. It is stated here that prior to determining upfront tariff for HMC at VOCPT. this 

Authority has determined ceiling level of tariff for hire of a standard capacity of 100 Tonne HMC at 
other major port trusts for the HMC services authorised by Paradip Port Trust (PPT), New 
Mangalore Port Trust (NMPT), Visakhapatnam Port Trust (VPT) and the initial tariff Order of2009 
in VOCPT to other service providers wherein the norms prescribed in the tariff guidelines of 2008 
wert? adopted for arriving at the rate. The rate prescribed for hire of HMC for handling dry bulk 
cargo (foreign cargo) for benchmark productivity of 12500 tonnes per day is prescribed at T37.26 
per tonne at PPT, *37.44 at VOCPT in. the year 2009, *33.31 at NMPT and *33.23 at VPT in the 
yagr 2010 Ths upfront tariff prescribed in the VOCPT in the Order dated 23 July 2010 is *29.89 
for handling dry bulk cargo for productivity level of 12500 tonnes/ day. The difference in the unit 
rate prescribed for HMC in different cases mainly arises on account of variation in the capital cost 
estimates of HMC. As stated in the subsequent part of the Order, the upfront tariff determined with 
base WPI as on January 2010 in the case of VOCPT subject to automatic annual adjustment 
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9.4. At the cost of repetition, it is brought out that Clause 2.2. of the upfront tariff 
guidelines stipulates that upfront cap fixed once will apply in the same port for the next five /ears 
for handling identical-commodity or service. Hence the objective of the upfront tariff guidelines is 
not to set again the rate for different capacity of the crane, if inducted in luture. This Authority has 
already deliberated in depth in the earlier Orders of the VOCPT as well as PPT regarding 
differential tariff for different capacity of HMC. In the Order dated 23 July 2010 which disposed the 
proposal of VOCPT for differential tariff for 100 T and 140 T HMC, this Authority has held that user 
of the crane will be concerned with the productivity and reliability of services offered by the crane 
and not with the capacity of the crane deployed. There can be instances where productivity of a 
higher capacity HMC may be lower than an efficient 100 T HMC. Tariff-linked to productivity will 
automatically take care of the differences in the capacity, as a higher capacity crane is expected to 
return a better productivity in terms of handling rate. In the said Order, it was also brought out that 
the possibility of induction of additional cranes in future at the VOCPT cannot be ruled out in view 
of the increasing tariff demand at the concerned berths projected by the VOCPT. Considering all 
these aspects, this Authority has determined upfront tariff considering a standard capacity of HMC 
of 100 T and linked the tariff to the performance of the crane sd"that it can fit for capacity range of 
HMC providing identical handling of commodity/ service in the port in the next five years. Linking 
of tariff with performance will to a great extent take care of the interest of users and also the 
service provider even if the actual capacity of the crane deployed varies within a range from the 
standard HMC considered in this exercise. 

9.5. In the instant proposal formulated by the port for 120 T HMC, all the parameters 
considered by this Authority in the earlier Order of July 2010 for 100 tonne MHC as the base an<^ 
has only updated the capital cost relevant for 120 tonne MHC. The port has remained silent to our" 
query to establish that only 120T HMC can cater to the requirement of handling dry bulk cargo of 
50,000 DWT vessels. Approving the proposal of VOCPT will not be in line with clause 2.2. of the 
tariff guidelines of 2008. 

10. In the result, and for the reasons given above, and based on a collective 

application of mind, this Authority rejects the separate proposal filed by the VOCPT for fixation of 
upfront tariff fixation for HMC for 120 T capacity HMC and order that the upfront tariff prescribed in 
the Order No.TAMP/16/2010-TPT dated 23 July 2010 will hold good for induction of HiyiG-at the 
V.O. Chidambaranar Port Trust during the specified five years subject to annual indexation of tariff 
as mentioned in para 9.1. of the said Order of 23 July 2010.
